offered in the Eoman. ehuches; the 
cardinal penitentiary attends the bed- 
side of the pope, to w hotn the sacristan 
of the pope's chapel rdministers ex- 
treme unction. 
As soon as may be 


after death has occurred, the body must 
bo formally recognized by the cardinal 
caraerling-o, who, in obedience to an 
ancient custom, first knocks thrice on 
the door of the betl-chambor. Getting- 
no answer, he enters, and taps thrice 
w ith a silver mallet on the dead mail's 
forehead, and thrice calls him by name. 
No response coming-, the camerlingo de- 
clares that the pope is dead. Thence-

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Business Which Was Transacted at 


the Meeting Held Last Evening 


RESOLUTIONS FOR HEW SIDEWALKS 


Were Introduced by Many of the Alder- 


men and Were Referred to the Side- 
walk and Crossing Committee— 


The Mayor Says That the Ap- 


pointments Will Hold Over. 


At the meeting of the city council last 


evening Mayor Couklin expressed himself 
in regard to the matter of making ap- 
pointments. Just before adjourning Al- 
derman Montgomery said that reports 
should be made to the financial commit- 
tee so as to help them in making the ap- 
propriation ordinance. 
For example he 


mentioned thut there had been some talk 
of having two new policemen to drive the 
patrol wagon ami that if this were to be 
the case the committee must know it be- 
fore they made tho appropriations. 
Al- 


derman Irwin asked if tho appointments 
were to be made. The mayor said that 
tho appointments made last year would 
hold over until the end of the present ad- 
ministration unless objections wcro made 
and sustained. Ho said that he was in 
favor of civil service and that as long as 
the men in power performed their duty 
they should be allowed to stay. 
If they 


were not performing their duty charges 
could be brought against them and if 
proved the appointee would be discharged 
and 
another appointed in bis place. 


Illinois Central tracks east to the east 
side of Powers' addition. 


That Forest street from Haworth ave- 


nue west two blocks be brought to grade. 


That Boyd street for a distance of two 


blocks be graded. 


AH of the above resolutions were refer- 


red to tho street and alley committee. 


Resolution*. 


That the water ways on east side of De- 


catur street between Union and South 
Main streets be cleared out. Referred to 
streets and alleys committee. 


That offenders arrested and brought to 


police headquarters in the patrol wagon 
pay to the city one dollar in addition to 
reguJar fine and that such money be ap- 
plied to expense of wagon. Referred to 
the ordinance committee 


That tho Vandaliu railroad company be 


notified to put the sidewalks along their 
right of way from the foot of East Main 
street to the beginning of the I. C. right 
of way in better condition. Adopted. 


That a lateral sower be built in the 


alloy between North Clinton street and 
Railroad avenue from the head of the 
Clinton street sewer to Lincoln avenue. 
Referred to public improvement commit- 
tee. 


A resolution was introduced that, the 


city attorney be instructed to dismiss pro- 
ceedings now pending in tho county court 
for tho condemnation of property nccos- 
sury *,o widen said street. The resolu- 
tion was adopted on motion of Alderman 
Ahrens. 


That the city marshal notify the owners 


of surface water closets to have them

It Will be Held at the HlRb School Build-

The Macon county teachers' institute 


will be held at the High school building 
beginning August 17, and continue one 
week. It will be in charge of Superin- 
tendent Keller, with a competent corps of 
assistants. 
Summer School. 


TheDecntur gammer school in the com- 


mon branches, sciences and languages 
will be held at High school building July 
20, to August 14. The instructors will 
be J. J. Shcppard, A. B., Diretor. J._H. 
Coonradt and B. I). Parker.JPh. B.; ST 


It is the purpose of the summer school 


to afford tho touchers of Macon and ad- 
joining counties an opportunity for a 
careful and thorough rcviow of tbe sub- 
jects they arc called upon to teach; and 
beyond this, to give thoso aspiring to a 
knowledge of innro advanced subjects— 
such as the sciences tho languages, and 
history—an opportunity to pursue these 
studies. The school will also endeavor to 
meet tho wants of others besides teachers 
who may wish to avail themselves of the 
opportunity for a few weeks study in 
some chosen subject. Thoso who pur- 
pose going to college, and nro deficient in 
any of the requirements, will find in tho 
school an excellent help. 


Tho instructors are all graduates of 


Normal schools. Messrs. Sbeppard and 
Parker having completed the course at the 
Illinois State Normal University, and 
Mr. Coonradt a similar course at the 
Michigan State Normal school. All hold 
stato certificates. 
Mr. Coouradt has for 


fifteen years been in chargoof the instruc- 
tion in sciences in tho Decatur High, Mr. 
Parker has taught several years with 
marked success, last year receiving the 
degree of Ph. B. from tbo university of 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Parker is now princi 
pal of Bockford High school. Mr. Shcp 
pard graduated from Harvard in '»•», and 
is principal of tho Decatur High school. 
Other instructors will bo added to this list 
as the needs of tho school demand. 


For tho common school and science 


courses, or for parts of each, the tuition 
will bo 18 for the whole term of four 
weeks, for less than the whole term the 
tuition will be at tho rate of 12.50 a 
week. For instruction in subjects in the 
advanced course special arrangements 
may be made with tho instructors. Or- 
dinarily there will be a tuition charge of 
$8 for one subject in tho course, with a 
reduction to those taking two or -norc 
courses. It is recommended, however, 
that in this course the student take but 
one subject and devote his whole time to 
it; in this way a great deal may be ac- 
complished during tho term in such sub- 
jects .is French or chemistry.

ARMY BULLETS FOR GAME. 


Objected to on Account of Their Great 


Penetration. 


Something for sportsmen to consider 


seriously, if they intend to get one oi 
the new 30-caliber army rifles, is the 
great pel etration of the bullets. One 
of the bullets would kill a man through 
a four-foot spruce tree, or a cow a mile 
and more away. No ordinary tree can 
be depended on to stop one of these bul- 
lets, and it might easily travel half a 
mile through dense woods and hita man 
far out of sight with deadly effect. 


Field and Stream says that the next 


legislatures of our great game states 
should pass a law prohibiting the use 
of a jacketed bullet, because of the dan- 
ger to human beings. Another argu- 
ment it offers in favorof suchalawwill 
have great influence on the men who do 
not wish to wound without killing the 
game. "This class of bullets is useless 
for large game unless soft pointed," 
it says, "as it rarely kills instantly, but 
allows the game to die from internal 
hemorrhage and in terrible agonj" out 
of reach." 


When such a rifle is used for big game 


a bullet that mushrooms should be em- 
ployed. The mushrooming bullet will 
kill" anything, as it goes clear through 
an elk. moose, or deer, and the force of 
the impact would knock a running griz- 
zly down.

Imposing Religions Ceremony at Madrid 


to Bring About Close of Cuban War. 
Madrid was the scene the other clay 


of an imposing religious ceremony, the 
object of which was to procure the in- 
tercession of St. Isidro, the patron saint 
of Madrid, who lived in the I3th century, 
to bring about the end of the long 
drought.that has done great damage 
throughout the country nnd also to ef- 
fect the suppression o£ the. Cuban re- 
bellion. The remains of the saint, in- 
closed in a silver casket, were carried 
through the streets, escorted by SOU 
priests, thousands of members of rc- 
igious congregations and the civil and 
iilitary officials. 
All curried lighted 


tipers, nnd the scene was most impres- 
ive, even to those who had no faith in 
lie efficacy of the ceremony. There 
.•ere a. preat number .of choristers who 
hunted litanies as tlipprocessionmove.l 
slowly through the principal streets of 
the capital. The route was lined with 
thousands of people \vlio knelt, as the 
remains of the saint were borne pa-vt 
them. The houses were decorated in 
lionor of tlic occasion, and an enormous 
quantity oi flowers were thrown from 
the balconies into the path, of the pro- 
cession. Nothing similar to the cere- 
mony has been seen iu Madrid since the 
l?t,h century. Services were held for 
nine days in the cathedral, tlie object 
being the same ;us that of the procession. 
The queen regent and other members of 
the royal family and t.he ministers at- 
tended. Similar f unctions have been or 
will be held in aJl the towns of the coun- 
try.

PROCESS OF PETRIFACTION. 


Al the Animal Matter Decays the Pore* 


Fill with Liinc. 


In his second lecture on the "Archi- 


tecture of theEarth'sCrust," att.hcBos- 
tonSocietyof Natural History room? re- 
cently, A. W. Crabun accounted for the 
petriflcation and preservation of miner- 
al, animal r/nd vegetable mutter. The 
sliells of animals now found at the sea- 
sliove will ultimately be buried in the 
crust of the earth, which is formed 
principally of cong-lomerates. sand- 
stone and shells. All the fossil shells 
that are so common in the cliffs rlong 
the seashore were buried there before 
the beginning- of the present geological 
period, while the cliffs were a softmass, 
covered by water. During the process 
of petriiicntiou of the sand the interior 
of the shells was dissolved, and there 
remained an empty cavity; but gradu- 
ally rainwater penetrated through the 
valves, carrying* into the shell u soft 
mud, which hardened and t'.ssunied the 
exact form of the interior of the shell. 
Under some conditions the animal mat- 
ter which is to be found in all natural 
dhells, decays, and gradually the pores 
are filled with lime, and the shell be- 
comes a true petriflcation. Arrain, the 
shell may decay entirely, but the inside 
cast, formed by the mud, cannot be 
dissolved, and 
a new substance is 


formed around the cast by the action 
of water. 
And as tlie moid (tor 
KO 


is called the formation in thr cavity oc- 
casioned by the dissolution of the shell) 
has received the exact outside impres- 
sion, there is formed a true copy of the 
original shell. 
Those counterfeit fos- 


sils are usually formed by quartz, a 
mineral composed of pure silica. 


The lecturer showed specimens of 


petrified shells, wood and vegetables, 
some of which, he said, were thousands 
of years old. While thera are lossils 
that are generally accepted as petrified 
wood, there is, in reality, no such thing, 
for the woody matter is decayed, parti- 
-,le by particle, and is replaced by 
quartz. The process is so slow and del- 
icate that the character of the wood 
may be noticed in. the new formation 
and one can tell what kind of wood it 
was. Jlr. Croban showed pieces of slate 
which, as could be distinctly seen, were 
formed 
from ferns. — Boston Tran- 


script.
